Related by lath e r Dixon. 


Monday * • * -ng will be un v* Je d , at 
tt-o Dix**! operx home, the beautiful 
tab? t which will forever mark the 
spot w ere ..t< f d the earbe»t log cabin 
who h bee am the nucleus of what was 
known as Dixon’s Ferry, our present 
city of Dixon 
Thaeabin was original­ 
ly bulU bj a half-breed Indian named

Father John Dixon

then appeared as represented on the

The place became the chief 
house of entertainrnent'between Peoria 
and Galena, and the postoftioe fur

people coming from the settlement now 
known as the city of Rockford to this 
log caoin for their mail.

Mr, Dixon went to G a ­ 
lena to learn the condition of affair*, 
and while there Gen, Atkinson assured 
him that if ho would keep the ferry 
open the Indians spould not be attack 
eel until he and his family were amply 
j protected.

! Dixon decided to remain, tfaoi gh Mrs j 
Dixon was very much frightened at 
the prospect, -However, her fears we2e 
quieted by the assurance of Old Crane* 
a friendly Indian chief of the W lum ­ 
bagoes, that whatever should happen 
h » would be her rh,wk nio a ( fast friend) 
aiid would remain wltn her as long a 
the’Sa es and Foxes were about.

It was not long before représenta­ 
tives of the discontented and semi- 
hostile tribe appeared. 
Some of them 
strayed into the housa of Mrs. Dixon, 
who exercised her native diplomacy by 
giving them a peace offering of bread 
and 
meat. This 
had the effect of 
drawing many others, until her house 
was absolutely crowded with ludians.

feast did not come in full dress.

Crane neglected his dickey, W ishick 
forgot his neckc-tie, while the mind of 
Blackhawk was so occupied 
with the 
matters pertaining to the campaign 
that he overlooked his kid gloves.
